1. Claims 1-5,8-13,15-21 and 23-39 are allowed. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 6,7,14 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 6 and 7 are indefinite because what is 
being collected by the "collecting" step is not known. Claim 14 is indefinite because it 
depends from claim 13 and has the identical limitation as claim 13 . Either cancel claim 
14 or change its dependency. Claim 22 is indefinite because it depends from indefinite 
claim 14. 

4. Claims 6,7,14 (if its dependency is changed) and 22 would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The references listed on both the PTO-892 and the PTO-1449 show art of 
interest only, over which the claims define allowable subject matter. 

6. Applicants response to this Office action should also include the following 
editorial changes: page 6, line 7, "hacinf" should be "having"; and, page 20, line 6, it 
appears that "Foucault current filter" should be "vortex filter".
